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Executive  Summary 

21 1  homicides  were  reported  to  the  Crime  Reporting  Unit  during  1993.  This  compares 
to  the  172  homicides  reported  during  1992,  and  210  homicides  reported  in  1991. 
Data  were  received  from  39  cities  and  towns,  the  Massachusetts  State  Police,  and  the 
MBTA  Police. 

Victim  Information 

49.3%  of  homicides  victims  were  White,  46%  were  Black,  and  4.7%  were  Asian. 
76.8%  were  male.  The  average  (mean)  age  of  victims  was  29.2;  the  median  age  (the 
point  at  which  half  the  ages  were  above  and  below  it)  was  26;  and  the  modal  age  (the 
most  frequent  age  category)  was  23. 

Offender  Information 

Data  was  available  on  159  offenders.  53.5%  of  offenders  was  White,  42.1%  were 
Black,  and  4.4%  were  Asian.  91.2%  of  offenders  were  male.  The  average  (mean) 
age  of  offenders  was  27.8;  the  median  age  was  25;  and  the  modal  age  was  18. 

Offense  Information 

The  most  commonly  cited  homicide  circumstance  was  'Other  Arguments',  occurring  35 
times  (23.8%).  Other  frequently  cited  circumstances  were  'Domestic'  (31  cases, 
21.1%);  'Robbery'  (21  cases,  14.3%);  and  'Narcotics  Law  violations'  (14  cases,  9.5%). 
Other  circumstances  were  named  in  fewer  than  8%  of  cases. 

Firearms  were  the  most  frequently  used  type  of  weapon,  being  involved  in  43.2%  of 
cases.  Knives  were  used  in  27.1%  of  homicides. 

The  victim  was  known  to  the  offender  in  the  majority  of  cases  where  information  was 
available.  Only  in  19.4%  was  the  victim/offender  relationship  listed  as  "Stranger." 

The  most  common  location  of  homicides  was  listed  as  'Residence',  occurring  in  86 
cases  (41.7%).  The  only  other  frequently  listed  location  was  'Highway/road',  occurring 
in  81  cases  (39.3%). 

Homicide  is  an  intra-racial  crime:  80.9%  of  Black  victims  are  killed  by  Black  offenders; 
83.8%  of  White  victims  are  killed  by  White  offenders;  and  83.3%  of  Asian  victims  are 
killed  by  Asian  offenders. 
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Homicide  in  Boston 

The  Boston  Police  Department  reported  98  homicides  in  1993,  46%  of  the  statewide 
total.  As  the  Boston  data  are  significantly  different  from  the  statewide  information,  it  is 
discussed  here  separately.  It  should  be  noted  that  information  was  unavailable  in  a 
significant  number  of  cases.  In  the  following  narrative,  and  in  the  tables  that  follow, 
the  numbers  and  percentages  only  refer  to  cases  which  had  data. 

Victim  Information 

The  homicide  victim  in  Boston  is  Black  in  67.3%  of  cases,  White  in  29.6%  and  Asian 
in  3.1%  The  victim  is  male  in  85.7%  of  cases. 

In  other  Massachusetts  communities,  the  homicide  victim  was  White  in  66.4%  of 
cases,  Black  in  27.4%  and  Asian  in  6.2%  The  victim  was  male  in  69%  of  cases  of 
homicide  outside  Boston. 

The  average  (mean)  age  of  victims  in  Boston  was  27.7  years;  the  median  age  was  25, 
and  the  modal  age  was  16.  In  areas  of  the  Commonwealth  outside  Boston,  the 
average  (mean)  age  of  victims  was  30.5  year;  the  median  age  was  29;  and  the  modal 
age  was  32. 

Offender  Information 

The  offender  in  Boston  is  Black  in  69.6%  of  cases,  White  in  28.3%,  and  Asian  in  2.2% 
The  offender  is  male  in  89.1% 

The  offender  in  other  Massachusetts  communities  was  White  in  63.7%  of  cases,  Black 
in  31%  and  Asian  in  5.3%  The  offender  is  male  in  92%  of  cases. 

The  average  (mean)  age  of  offenders  in  Boston  was  26.5  years;  the  median  age  was 
21,  and  the  modal  age  was  16. 

In  areas  of  the  Commonwealth  outside  Boston,  the  average  (mean)  age  of  offenders 
was  28.3  year;  the  median  age  was  26;  and  the  modal  age  was  22. 

Offense  Information 

The  most  frequently  cited  homicide  circumstances  in  Boston  are  "Other  Arguments" 
(17  cases,  30.9%),  "Domestic"  (11  cases,  20.0%),  "Robbery"  (9  cases,  16.4%),  and 
"Narcotics  Law"  (6  cases,  10.9%). 

In  other  Massachusetts  communities,  the  most  frequently  cited  homicide 
circumstances  are  "Domestic"  (20  cases,  21.7%),  "Other  Arguments"  (18  cases, 
19.6%),  "Robbery"  (12  cases,  13%),  and  "Arson"  (10  cases,  10.9%). 

Firearms  were  used  in  67.7%  of  all  Boston  homicides.  In  other  Massachusetts 
communities,  firearms  were  used  in  40.5%  of  cases. 

In  68.8%  of  Boston  cases,  the  victim's  relationship  to  the  offender  was  listed  as 
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'Acquaintance'.    In  other  Massachusetts  communities,  "Acquaintance"  was  listed  in 
34.6%  of  cases. 

The  most  frequent  location  for  a  homicide  in  Boston  was  listed  as  "Highway/road"  (51 
cases,  52.0%).  The  second  most  frequently  listed  location  was  "Residence"  (31 
cases,  31.6%).  In  other  Massachusetts  communities,  these  percentages  were 
reversed:  "Residence"  accounted  for  50.9%  of  cases,  and  "Highway"  for  27.8% 
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Homicide  by  Gender  of  Victim 

The  characteristics  of  homicides  vary  significantly  when  the  gender  of  the  victims  is 
considered.  In  the  following,  information  concerning  male  and  female  victims  will  be 
discussed. 

Victim  Information 

Female  victims  were  White  in  67.3%  of  cases,  Black  in  28.6%,  and  Asian  in  4.1% 
Male  victims  were  White  in  43.8%  of  cases,  Black  in  51.2%,  and  Asian  in  4.9% 

The  average  (mean)  age  of  female  victims  was  28.5;  the  median  age  was  26;  and  the 
modal  age  was  less  than  1  year. 

The  average  (mean)  age  of  male  victims  was  29.4;  the  median  age  was  26;  and  the 
modal  age  was  22. 

Offender  Information 

For  female  victims,  the  offender  was  White  in  69.2%  of  cases,  and  Black  in  30.8% 
For  male  victims,  the  offender  was  White  in  48.3%  of  case,  Black  in  45. 8%, and  Asian 
in  5.8%. 

The  age  of  offenders  against  female  victims  had  an  average  (mean)  age  of  31.4;  a 
median  age  of  29;  and  a  modal  age  of  18. 

The  age  of  offenders  against  male  victims  had  an  average  (mean)  age  of  26.5;  a 
median  age  of  23;  and  a  modal  age  of  20. 

The  offender  was  male  in  92.3%  of  cases  with  female  victims,  and  90.8%  of  cases 
with  male  victims. 

Offense  Information 

For  female  victims,  the  most  frequently  cited  homicide  circumstance  was  "Domestic" 
(17  cases,  43.6%).  For  male  victims,  the  most  frequently  cited  circumstance  was 
"Other  Argument"  (31  cases,  28.7%). 

Female  victims  are  most  frequently  killed  with  a  knife  (15  cases,  32.6%).  Male  victims 
are  most  frequently  killed  with  a  handgun  (53  cases,  32.9%) 

The  female  victim  was  identified  as  an  "Acquaintance"  to  the  offender  in  34.2%  of 
cases,  the  most  frequent  single  category  of  relationship  cited,  compared  to  52.7%  of 
males  who  were  listed  as  'Acquaintances". 

67.4%  of  female  victims  were  killed  in  a  "Residence",  compared  to  34.4%  of  male 
victims.
